Family Fued Wilmington Style 


Ten local Firefighters to make 
the climb in New York City

WILMINGTON -- This 
Sunday, ten Wilmington fire- 
fighters will travel to New 
York City to remember a 
September 11th hero and to 
raise funds for .a worthy 
cause. 

This will be no small feat. 

These men will climb the 
72 floors of four World Trade 
Center in the Second Annual 
New York City Firefighter 
Stair Climb. They will each 
be carrying 70 pounds of 
gear. all in honor of a fallen 
firefighter. 

Orio Palmer, a 20-year vet- 
eran and a chief with 
Battalion 7 in Manhattan, 
was killed in the World 
Trade Center's South Tower 
on 9/11. He was a rising 
star, known for his intelli- 
gence and professionalism 
as well as his physical fit- 
ness. That day in the South 


Tower, Palmer single-hand- 
edly repaired an elevator 
and took it up to the 41st 
floor observation deck area. 
He then ran 37 flights of 
stairs to reach the plane’s 
impact zone on the 78th 
floor. He reported back on 
the fatalities and in the may- 
hem, he calmly directed sur- 
vivors how to get out of the 
building and relayed infor- 
mation to firemen below. 

Even his final transmis- 
sion, that came only seconds 
before the building fell, was 
calm and steady. 

That day 343 firefighters 
died. So now that same num- 
ber of people will race up 72 
floors to commemorate 
Palmer’s amazing feat and 
those 348 lives lost.

weakened immune systems,” 
according to the FDA. 

The FDA went on to 
explain that, “Although 
healthy individuals may suf- 
fer only short-term symp- 
toms such as high fever, 
severe headache, stiffness, 
nausea, abdominal pain and 
diarrhea, Listeria infection 
can cause miscarriages and 
stillbirths among pregnant 
women.” 

But according to the 
Starbucks’ spokesperson, 
“The product itself did not 
test positive for Listeria 
monocytogenes. No other 
products are affected 
because of this issue. 
Offering high quality prod- 
ucts to our customers is a 
top priority for Starbucks.”

twenty students and six 
adults were shot and killed 
on December 14, 2012, and in 
Woodbridge, New Jersey for 
lives lost in deadly storm 
Hurricane Sandy in 2012.

THE BALDWIN APPLE 


by Thomas A. Smith 


Perhaps no single tale of 
the early days of the Old 
Middlesex Canal is as 
steeped in local legend as 
that of the "discovery" of the 
Baldwin apple. The tradi- 
tional story is that of Colonel 
Baldwin -encountering the 
mutant tree in 1793, while on 
the initial survey for the 
canal's route. Cutting scions 
from the tree, he laid out an 
orchard of trees in his own 
farmland in Woburn. From 
these, all Baldwin apples 
descend. There is another 
alternate tale which credits 
the discovery to Baldwin's 
neighbor, Samuel Thompson. 
Thompson was the surveyor 
on the first survey of the 
canal. 


Unfortunately, we must 
now lay these time-honored 
tales to rest. We can now 
document the facts that the 
apple was not discovered on 
this canal survey, and was 
not found by the Colonel. 


In 1908, Loammi Franklin 
Baldwin, the great-grandson 
of Colonel Baldwin, came 
across an important set of 
letters while organizing the 
Colonel's papers in the 
Baldwin Mansion. The dates 
on these letters prove that 
the apple was known to the 
Colonel NINE years 
BEFORE the alleged discov- 
ery of the tree in 1793. The 
letters follow: 


Letter to 
Bowdoin, Boston 

"Mr. Baldwin of Woburn 
presents his compliments to 
Mr. Bowdoin and begs him to 
accept a Barrel of a particu- 
lar species of apples which 
proceeded from a tree that 
originally grew spontaneous-

ly in the woods about four- 
teen miles north of Boston. 
Woburn, February, 1784" 
The Reply from the 
Governor: 
"Mr. Bowdoin presents his 
respectful compliments to 
Col. Baldwin and begs him 
to accept his thanks for ye 
barrel of apples he sent, for 
which he is much obliged to 
him, and the more so, as the 
apples are ye produce of so 
uncommon a tree. If Col. 
Baldwin continues in town, 
he begs the favor of his com- 
pany to-morrow evening." 
Based on the dates of the 
two letters, Loammi F. 
Baldwin realized that the 
date inscribed on the 
Baldwin Apple monument, 
and the inscribed facts were 
obviously in error. As a 
director of the Rumford 
Historical Association which 
had erected the monument 
in 1895, he petitioned them to 
correct the information pre- 
sented on the stone. 


A committee of three was 
established to investigate the 
new evidence concerning the 
apple's discovery. In addi- 
tion to Loammi Franklin 
Baldwin, there were 
Marcellus Littlefield and 
Judge Edward F. Johnson. 
The three men investigated 
all available facts concern- 
ing the purported discovery 
of the apple in 1793, includ- 
ing a State Legislature 
inquiry done in 1856. 


The committee reported 
back to the Rumford 
Historical Association that 
the inscription on the apple 
monument should be 
removed, and a new one 
inscribed. They recommend- 
ed that the reference to the 
Middlesex Canal; the date of 
17938; and the name of 


Samuel Thompson be 
removed, and a new inscrip- 
tion to read: 


"THIS MONUMENT 
MARKS THE SITE OF THE 
FIRST BALDWIN APPLE 
TREE FOUND GROWING 
WILD NEAR HERE. IT 
FELL IN THE GALE OF 
1815. THE APPLE FIRST 
KNOWN AS THE BUT- 
TERS, WOODPECKER OR

The Thompson Family, led 
by Col: Leonard Thompson, 
would have no part in the 
revision, however. As they 
had contributed the bulk of 
the necessary funds to con- 
struct the monument, they 
would not sanction any move 
to remove their ancestor's 
name from it. Letters passed 
between the committee and 
Col: Thompson (still on file 
at the Rumford Birthplace) 
and the outcome was for the 
Association to vote to alter 
the monument's inscription, 
but to vote also not to imple- 
ment the change until a later 
date. As it turned out, that 
later date was 1975! 


In the papers of Col. 
Leonard Thompson's father, 
Leonard Thompson, we find 
an excellent description of 
the actual discovery itself, 
and of how the apple first 
came to the attention of 
Colonel Baldwin. Written in 
the year 1880, when he was 
in his 92nd year, Thompson's 
account is surely based on 
personal conversations he 
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must have had with’ his 
grandfather, Samuel --: Who 
lived in the same houseliold, 
and died when Leonard was 
26. The account follows: 


"My grandfather was a sur- 
veyor of land, and while he 
was on duty one fall day in a 
pasture in the wood town of 
Wilmington, near a -road 
called "Butters Row Road" 
he came across a tree-with 
fine looking apples thereon. 
The tree was hollow . with 
decay, and a woodpecker ‘had 
found a place for her nest 
therein. He said he carried 
home some of the fruit and 
gave his brother Abijah 
some of it, and they~ pro- 
cured a lot of scions fromthe 
tree and set them -round 
their homes. They gave some 
to Colonel Baldwin,, their 
neighbor, who valued’ them 
so highly that he went into 
them deeply, and spread 
them broadcast among*his 


friends, who, having no 
name for them, gave on 
his name." =

Angel Program, which is 
now operational in the City 
of Gloucester, those present- 
ing themselves at the police 
station seeking treatment 
and relinquishing their 
drugs and drug parapherna- 
lia, are given a path to 
recovery through assistance 
in gaining admission to a 
treatment facility and the 
help of a volunteer "angel", 
who works with the addict to 
navigate the many complex 
challenges lead to produc- 
tive detoxification and treat- 
ment. In addition to putting 
the addict on a path to 
recovery and breaking the 
cycles I have noted, the pro- 
gram thus far has allowed 
law enforcement officials to 
gain valuable insight into 
the individuals and criminal 
enterprises that are respon- 
sible for the sale and prolif- 
eration of illegal substances 
in our community and in our 
state. 


The Angel Program is 
delivering very positive 
results, and its potential is 
being recognized in our 
Commonwealth and 
throughout our nation. In 
the current fiscal year, our 
state budget, through an 
amendment I sponsored 
with bipartisan support, is 
providing $100,000 in grant 
funding to support the fur- 
ther development of its 
model in three communities 
where police departments 
are seeking to deploy this 
new and promising method 
to combat the opiate epi- 
demic we must all work to 
defeat, Yet, because of its 
innovative approach and its 
recent genesis, this model is 
not necessarily reflected in 
our state's statutes relative 
to crime and criminal proce- 
dure. That is why H. 3993 is 
important - because it will 
eliminate any uncertainty 
about the legality of the 
Angel Program model, and 
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allow it to continue to evolve 
and be deployed without lin- 
gering legal questions that 
may otherwise have a chill- 
ing effect. 


There is, however, one 
important change that must 
be made to H. 3993 as cur- 
rently drafted. That change 
is to remove the existing lan- 
guage in the bill that essen- 
tially provides that an 
addict shall not be arrested 
if presenting for treatment 
and replace it with language 
that states that in these situ- 
ations the addict may not be 
arrested, according to the 
discretion of the police 
department. Passing the law 
without this critical change 
would strip police depart- 
ments of all discretion in 
these cases, and that could 
have serious unintended 
consequences. Moreover, the 
main reason that the Angel 
Program works is that it is 
voluntary. The program is 
conducted by police depart- 
ments who want to be 
involved with it, and thus 
are willing and engaged to 
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Senator Tarr supporting new 
drug treatment program

The “controversial” move 
that: Nally described was a 
deciSion to allow players on 
select teams the ability to 
play in only games, at a 
reduced fee, along with full- 
time town players. 

“The reason for it is to 
bring up the base level of 
play,” Nally said. “You want 
to be a youth hockey for 
everybody, no matter what 
their talent, but you also 
want to allow for high level 
play.” 

While the Bantam A team 
may have been formed from 
a variety of different 
sources, they came together 
a single team and made 
short work of much of their 
competition.

WOBURN - You couldn’t 
have blamed Shawsheen

Shawsheen senior Joe 
Fusco joined Ferri at the 
New England Meet, and 
came just short of placing at 
220 pounds, going 2-2 over

By MIKE IPPOLITO 
Sports Correspondent 
sports@yourtowncrier.com 
BILLERICA - All season 
long the Shawsheen Tech 
Boys Basketball team had 
shown the ability to bounce 
back from adversity.
